Allied Cause and are now dving from cold, hunger and 
disease, driven from t! = r:r ov\n laud to wander in exile, 
hoping..praying and trying t > fc-.d some means of s.liveli­ 
hood where at pre-ent in the majority of instances there 
is none to be found."
